1961, Since the Centennial of the Civil War is being contempo- 
raneously celebrated* there should be, particularly in the 
South; substantial interest in seeing this coin* An original 
Confederate Cent is available as a companion piece. 

We will be glad to cooperate with respect to such a loan, but 
before making a commitment it is essential that an understand- 
ing is res she d on security measures, insurance, and the display 
ease. Publicity* therefore * would be inadvisable until those 
matters are resolved. 

The display case should b© tamper proof and well anchored. 
Safety glass should bs used in lieu of brsak&ble glass and a 
much heavier gauge ^©ial than is used on th? standard A ,A 
cases should bs used. The case should be lighted from th* 
inside and have a movable magnifying glass attached to the 
outside a 

We have available a mechanise which will* by pressing a button 
on the outside of the oase* turn the coin to any angle so that 
Its front, back and edges can be easily seen. This can bs re- 
designed and improved. The orig n&l model is 16 inch*© long* 

3 inches wide, 3 inches high, and will hold 6 eoir.s. 

It is important that we know whether the exhibit will be open 
to the public, to regie tracts only, or merely to A,n,a. eenbers 
and whether there are any restrictions of any other kind on 
who may attend the exhibit.

Re: Atlanta Convention Exhibit of 
Original Confederate Half Dollar 


George Todd in phone conversations and the May 4th copy of 
letter to you all focus on the subject heading details. 

On May 10th a call at the Underwriters Laboratories in Northbrook, 
111*, in consultation with a Mr. Simmons, brought out the 
following? 

(1) There is no classification setup for coding 

the sa jfefcy or security of floaters loan insurance 
risks. 

(2) Mr. Simmons advised using one of the deep cases 
secured with four carriage bolts to the supporting 
table (smooth heads of bolts outside, lockwashered 
and securing nuts inside. 

( 3 ) The display covered with a fitted laminated bullet- 
proof glass 1/2 to 3 A inch thick. The case is 
1/1 6" thick welded construction. 

(4) A shielding lock fitted over the caselock to 
void entre by the usual master keying— as fitted 
to all ANA display cases. 

(5) That the reverse showing of the coin be accomplished 
through use of standard reversing mirrors. 

(6) That for the duration of the showing the guards 

be stationed twenty-four hours a day within twelve 
feet of this display. He strongly advised against 
any levers or assembly which could turn the coin 
from outside the case. This because of driving a 
tool against such lever could damage the coin and 
increases the risk factors. 

All of the aoove material can be assembled and I would bring same 
by auto to Atlanta. The estimate cost is s^60.00 not including the 
stop outside— of— the— case lighting. Heavier steel about the case was 
discussed but regarded of little consequence with the guard present 
all of the time. 1 shall be happy to asi^t you as wantedi

C* 1 /2 s * thick bulletproof laainateb glass is too thick, in ay 
opinion, as it eight affect tt,e view and perhaps l/L* or 
3/?* way be adequate. 

lm Standard reversing eirrors are, in ay opinion, inadequate 
when the coin or Colne can be turned over electrically 
without any lever© or aeaeobly projecting outside the 
oaai>. All that ia necessary la an electric push button 
wnich will operate an indue iion type clock notor* If 
you wieh we can send you the one which was cade up here 
a few years ago and you covld make a new and improved 
nodal if you did not wish to us© the original ore. We 
would like to know what the net inside aeaaureaent of the 
case would be to see what would fit in* 

b. There should be anchored on the top of the case a signi- 
fying glass* 

F* The bolting of the case to a table with the nuts on the 
Inside of the oase la quite sound*

Dear Vernons 

Mr. Todd told me today that you would like to see the rotating 
mechanism which I developed for display. It is being sent to 
you under separate cover. It can be placed inside the case 
and the electric line run through a very email hole in the case 
to a push-button which should be mounted on the outside of the 
case. The push-button would then be connected to a standard 
extension. In this manner, by pressing the push-button the 
display would rotate to any position desired and would stop 
on release of the push-button. 

fou will no t>e that the little gear motor drives the frame 
through a vary loose connection, which is essential so that 
it does not bind or become subjeoted to additional pressure. 

The plastic holders are slid into the frame from its center 
which will spread. Two plastic holders are included. 

My mechanism is rather crude, and if it could be dolled up 
a little or a new one made it would be helpful. A new one 
should have a shorter span or you could put a new span on 
this )tie , which would have a little more practical means of 
inserting the plastic holders. 

This will enable you to understand the size of the case which 
is required, and as long as there is clearance this ought to 
be something different. 

I will be going away on my vacation in a couple weeks, and 
I want to be sure everything will be in order for the conven- 
tion. If there is any doubt about the construction of the 
case or the display, let me know promptly.

Subject: Special Security Display Case 


The A.N.A. moves like a lumber-wagon but finally get there 
intact. 

This special case is better than fifty percent completed and 
incorporates the ideas suggested by Mr. Simmins of the 
Underwriter's Laboratories. The size is 18 " x 30 " x deep, 
and sufficient clearance inside to swing the fixture you sent 
weeks ago. I am carrying the completed case to Atlanta- to 
make sure of safe delivery and to take care of the setting up* 

The estimated cost was figured at 96 . 00 complete FOB Skokie, 111*. 
Since there will always be need for a maximum security exhibit 
case, 1 have by phone urged Gen. Sec'y Reagan to purchase this 
special ca.se ior the A.;.A., and handle it along with the regular 
cases used at A.IT.A. Conventions. 

-‘or your safety mindedness, the glass cover is three qua.rter 
inch thick and equipped with two maximum security— tyne locks 
keyed differently. Also ? an over fitting 1/8" split' case covers 
cne 00 L tom and sides— which can be bolted to the supporting table 
along with the exhibit case. _ The only exposed entrance to this 
case will be where the electric cord passes thru a quarter inche 
,- 0 _o. ihe operating switch will be mounted on the righthand side 
of the case for energizing the fixture motor. The locks mil be 
cover by the slipover case.

This is in reply to your letter of May 8 , 1961 and confirms

You will discuss and agree with Mr. Vernon Sheldon as to 


how the coin will be mounted for display. He will make the display case 
so that it will be satisfactory with you. We will carry $250,000 in 
insurance which wi 11 include all exhibits and not be limited to a single 
display 3 such as, your coin. There will be a uniformed guard within 
twelve feet of this display twenty-four (2U) hours a day. Since this 
case is being constructed special to display this particular coin and 
tuere may De other occasions where it would be needed for the same pur- 
pose we shall be glad for you to pay for and own the case. 


We also would like to have the confederate cent and other 


Lr. Bird, Sales Manager of the Biltmore Hotel confirmed to me 


that under existing regulations they cannot register as guests or feed 
negroes in the Hotel. The Hotel will administer this regulation. 


If a negro member of the ANA shows up and requests to be 


registered he will be registered for badge only and will be privileged 
to attend the Official Meetings, Bourse and Exhibits. He will not be 
sold a ticket to the Banquet or certain other functions. If he obtains 
one from someone else he will be refused admission to that event. The

Exhibits and Bourse will be open to the public without any restrictions. 

I have reserved for you a single room at the Atlanta Biltmore 
Hotel for Monday, August lit, 1961. The Convention officially opens 
Wednesday, August 16 and closes with a Banquet on Saturday, August 19, 
1961.
